The  Bishop,  in  his  opening  ad- 
dress. spoke  rather  disparagingly  of 
denominational  schools,  in  contra- 
distinction to  the  State  University, 
but  thought  his  people  needed  a good 
school  for  the  training  of  boys. 

That,  to  our  mind,  Is  eqnal  to  sur- 
rendering the  whole  question.  If 
the  “boys’’  may  not  be  educated  at 
the  State  University,  then  its 
classes  will  always  be  thin  and 
meagre.  But  the  record  of  our  de- 
nominational schools  ia  a sufficient 
answer  to. the  Bishop’s  reflection. 
Very  much  of  the  present  number 
and  strength  of  our  people  at 
least,  is  attributable  to  our  de- 
nominational schools.  And  certain- 
ly mnch  of  the  religions  life  of  our 
educated  people  of  both  sexes  was 
taken  on  under  the  influences  of  the 
same  institutions.

In  the  first  text  we  learn  that  man 
is  saved  by  grace  through  faitb,  and 
it  seems  that  owing  to  the  natural 
tendency  of  human  nature  to  works 
for  fear  some  may  make  a mistake, 
the  inspired  writer  particularly  and 
specifically  assurts,  “Not  of  works 
lest  any  man  should  boast.’’ 

In  the  second  text  we  have  ft  that 
the  whole  matter  ot  man’s  salvation 
rests  in  believing  in  the  only  begot- 
ten Son  of  God.  It  is  understord  of 
course,  that  belief  here  is  that  belief 
or  faith  to  the  saving  of  the  soul, 
which  is  the  offspring  of  the  new 
birth. 

Can  a man  exercise  this  living 
faith  and  at  the  same  time  hold  to 
the  doctrine  of  apostacy?  I answer 
nol  “He  that  believetb  on  me  hath 
everlasting  life.”  The  man  who  is 
in  possession  of  everlasting  life  has 
been  born  of  the  Spirit  and  is  a new ! 
creature  in  Christ  Jesus.  And  if 
you  would  arouse  every  emotion  of 
bit  soul,  try  to  convince  him  if  you 
please,  that  Christ  is  not  faithful, 
and  able  to  fulfill  his  promise,  be 
may  hold  and  teach  the  doctrine  of 
apostacy,  as  applied  to  someone 
else,  but  bring  it  home  to  the  indi- 
vidual bimself  and  there  is  nothing 
more  repugnant  to  bis  nature.  The 
doctrine  of  apostacy  is  the  enemy 
of  faith,  and  where  one  survives  the 
other  cannot  exist.
